WHAT* IS A “FAMILY?” 
“In one household” is a phrase 
which 
confronts many 
taxpayers 
when they make out their income 
tax returns. 
W hat do the regula­ 
tions mean w h en they classify as 
the head of a family one w ho ac­ 
tually supports and maintains "in 
one household” a certain number 
of dependents for which h e is al­ 
lowed a personal exemption of $1,- 
500 as the head of a family? 
Income tax regulations are not 
narrow in interpreting this phrase 
It may mean the taxpayer’s person­ 
al residence, an apartment, rooms 
in a boarding house, living quar­ 
ters in a hotel, or such other place 
as she or he may occupy as a 
temporary or permanent residence 
It is not always necessary that a 
taxpayer and his dependents live 
under one roof the entire year in 
order that he be allowed the ex­ 
emption given the head of a fam ­ 
ily.

Tie arm to side ot body snugly with a cravat bandage, 
towel, etc. Do not tie tight enough to rut, off the circulation in the arm. 
With a fracture of the ribs, apply two or three broad cravats around 
the bodv. 
Place the first one over the break and tie loosely with a 
single knot on the side opposite the break. 
Then have the patient 
expel the air from his lungs. 
As this is being done, pull the ends to 
tighten and complete the knot.
